V. AUDIT DIRECTOR’S REPORT 

 

Holly Coon, Audit Director, referred to her written report on the status of the Audit 

Program. For the first quarter of 2020 FY, the MTC Audit Program completed parts of five 

corporate income tax audits.  The Audit Program also completed five sales tax audits and 

parts of seven other sales tax audits.  The proposed assessments for the first quarter were 

$3,359,790 for corporate income tax and $1,397,426 for sales tax. There are nineteen (19) 

income and thirty-five (35) sales tax audits in progress.  

 

Holly also mentioned that the MTC audit staff have already conducted 3 trainings during 

2020 FY and the hiring process for a new income tax auditor is nearing closure. The 

Audit Program will likely hire two new income tax auditors in early 2020 calendar year. 

Holly also informed the Audit Committee that the Chicago audit office will be closing in 

May 2020. 

 

VI. NEW BUSINESS AND ADJOURNMENT

A.M. by a motion from Layne Hadlock so the committee could hold a closed session.  

The public session was reopened at 12:02 P.M., and Frank reported on one item from the

The Audit Committee voted to allow taxpayer-provided audit narratives to be included, 

along with MTC staff narratives, in the confidential audit packet provided to the Audit 

Committee for discussion beginning at the Audit Committee meeting scheduled for late 

July of 2020 in Little Rock, Arkansas. To notify taxpayers of this opportunity, the 

committee directed MTC staff to revise the MTC Audit Brochure and directly notify the 

Council on State Taxation (COST) and Jeff Friedman of Eversheds Sutherland of this 

policy change.
